And if this be its 
meaning, then wo nay such nil " assumption " 
is correct; and further, it is the foundation of 
nil legislation, and nil government wlmtsoev- 
er I Those who drew these resolutions were 
greatly mistaken in supposing that n free gov- 
ernment or awj government, is founded up- 
on the idea that every individual can control 
liiiiHcll, — for this Idea is not true. If every 
man could and would control himself, there 
would be no need of any Constitution, laws, 
or government of any kind. 
Jlut lows are 


nude against theft, robbery, murder, smug, 
gling, piracy and all other crimes un Ihu ex- 
press assumption that individuals would not 
properly "control themselves" without such 
liuvs. 
And if it can be shown thut the trnft- 


ie in liquor, is injurious to society like those 
i.-rimiM, then it a no more a violation of indi- 
vidual liberty to restrain it by law than it in 
to'restrain them. 
. Tho same objection made to t!;o Miiinu 
Law, might bo nudti with c(|iiul force agtiinst 
tinny laws which already exist, <>boit whiuh 
we hear not a word of complaint. Keeping 
housed of ill-fame is- prohibited by law. Sel- 
ling obscene books mn( pictures, wproliibilrd. 
•A man is prevented within the lira limits of 
n oily from building » wooden housa uu lii.t 
own lot. And a hundred other instances 
might b'u named, where the liberties of indi- 
vHicil!) nru restricted for the public siifcly and 
welfare. The right has boon admitted in too 
many case.i to deny it now, if the fuel cun be 
established that the trallie in destructive to thu 
interests of Society. . 


Tho truth i*, that some men are apt to talk 


it grout deal about liberty, without having 
itny very accurate ideas on the subject. And 
if lito authors of tho resolution* wo arc con- 
sidering, should attempt lo definu distinctly 
what they mcati by individual liberty, we 
think they would bo compelled to admit that 
nn man has any liberty that gives him u tight 
to injure others. Tho moment he does (hat 
—tho moment hi* netiom begin to injure o(h- p|nlljj Koiul. 
en, to destroy their health, to corrupt their 
morals, and llms tend to the destruction of 
society, society has n right to step in und 
strain him. 
Our German friend* cull its f an- 


al ice, but we think if they will reconsider 
the propositions they Imvo luid down, thoy 
will find that what wo Imvo said concerning 
tlwta, nro tho " words of soberness and truth." 
To show them that the friends of Temper- 
ance have not taken up any new ideas, wo
